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Forecast of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 
15 October - 10 November 2008 


Solar activity is expected to be very low. No proton events 
are expected at geosynchronous orbit. The greater than 2 
MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to 
reach high levels during 15 October, 30 October - 06 
November, and 08 - 10 November. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet levels 
during 15 - 27 October. Activity is expected to increase to 
active levels during 28 - 29 October due to a recurrent 
coronal hole high-speed stream. Activity is expected to 
decrease to unsettled levels during 30 - 31 October as the 
high-speed stream subsides. Quiet conditions are expected 
during 01 - 06 November. Activity is expected to increase 
to minor to major storm levels on 07 November due to a 
recurrent coronal hole high-speed stream. Activity is 
expected to decrease to active levels on 08 November and 
then decrease to unsettled levels during 09 - 10 November 
as the high-speed stream subsides.

AD5Q’s notes 
from Cycle 22 


October 1997 Forecast Flux Range 78 - 91 


15 Meters is back! Openings to Europe are better than 
we've seen in a while, and many stations are on testing out 
the path. From Texas, we are getting good openings to all 
of Europe, including Scandinavia and Eastern Europe. We 
are not getting Russia, but the East Coast probably is. It 
will take a higher solar flux to open up the polar paths, and 
this will not occur in the current season. This band will add 
much excitement to the CQWW SSB contest this year as 
long as disturbed conditions don't strike on contest 
weekend. 15 will be an important rate band for serious 
contesters, while packeteers and other wanna-bees will pile 
up on any DX station that's loud enough to hear with a 
G5RV. Afternoon openings to Asia are good, and stations 
on the East Coast are currently able to work the BV's and 
HL's that show up on the band. The afternoon JA runs will 
be good, with plenty of nice African pileups to crack in the 
interim after the band closes to Europe. East/West paths 
will open on 10, which should also be watched for African 
signals. 


Propagation 11 years ago 


Though many are focused on the encouraging solar 
statistics, the major factor bringing us these band openings 
is seasonal. October is the peak of the fall DX season, 
especially for high latitude paths on the high bands. We are 
still near the bottom of the cycle, and the current openings 
to Europe and Asia are the best we will see for now. There 
will be no such openings on 10 Meters, and the 15 Meter 
openings will begin to deteriorate after CQWW weekend as 
winter darkness spreads over the north pole. Until we see 
higher flux levels, openings in the winter will usually be 
marginal. This fall DX season will be a short one: enjoy it! 


20 Meter daypath conditions are improving, and Europeans 
are workable in the morning from here. This band is closing 
earlier in the evening, but remains open for the Pacific and 
South America until late evening. We still get good polar 
openings in both the morning and early evening due to the 
position of the grey line paths, but these continue to shift 
and polar windows will become more difficult with the 
approach of winter. Excellent openings to the Antarctic 
occur around sunset, with long path opportunities into 
southeast Asia and Indonesia. Morning long path to the 
Middle East should also be workable from Texas, while the 
East Coast (especially W4) will get a narrow morning 
window to India and the West Coast will hear East Africa 
and Europe. Southern hemisphere night paths are opening 


up. 


Most nighttime DX activity is currently moving to 40, which 
is in excellent shape. The main path to Europe occurs 
before Texas sunset, and the East Coast gets the best of 
this opening during contests. Through the evening we 
follow the sunrise area across Russia and eventually 
across Europe. Openings to the Middle East occur amidst 
the Russian signals, which are numerous. The band 
continues to quiet down from the summer ORN levels, and 
the expanded area of darkness in the northern hemisphere 
increases opportunities to reach remote areas of the world 
on 40. On 80, we tune for DX from Africa and Europe.

RDXA/AWA club operating event for CQ World 


Wide Phone K1PY 

As mentioned at the last meeting, plans are firming up for a 
joint RDXA/AWA club operating event for CQ World Wide 
Phone on Oct 25th and 26th at the AWA annex in East 
Bloomfield. 


At the moment, it's looking like a Multi-Single -- multiple 
operators at one transmitting station. (Rules allow fora 
second multiplier-only transmitter, but that at the moment 
that's not in the plans for a number of reasons.) Although a 
48-hour event (O000Z the 25th to 2400Z the 26th), plans 
are currently for a Saturday 8 a.m. start to sometime 
around midnight plus/minus, and Sunday 8 a.m. until finish 
at 8 p.m. (DST ends Nov 2 this year). 


We are soliciting both experienced phone contesters and 
newer phone operators that are especially interested in 
obtaining phone contesting skills. Ground rules will be 
CQing only with the goal being to develop the operating 
skills needed to “run” and turn a QSO around quickly and 
get to the next guy calling. Newer ops must be willing to 
accept coaching and direction. 


The goal is to have a newer operator in the CQ or "run" 
chair most of the time, and an experienced operator coach 
in the Logger chair. If the run op can do their own logging, 
all the better -- this is ultimately where you want to be. But 
for this event, the coach can also either assist or outright 
do the logging, for the sole purpose of allowing the new op 
to concentrate on run technique rather than typing. If we 
are able to have additional operating events, the end goal 
is for the run op to self-log (it's ultimately faster). 


So, this is the call. We'd like folks to sign up for morning, 
afternoon, and evening time blocks. They can loosely 
overlap, and of course, you can sign up for all day (even 
better!). 


So, please reply to this e-mail asap with your intentions. It's 
not signing in blood as we know things happen. We're 
especially, ESPECIALLY, interested in people who would 
like to try and earn a seat as an HF phone op at Field Day. 
You can either demonstrate you've already got the skills 
that it takes, or use this as training to improve them in an 
attempt to qualify for a seat. 


So, if you'd like to learn “run” contesting skills (regardless 
of the desire to operate at Field Day), then this is the event 
for you. Let us know when you can be there. 


Hope to see a great turn-out! 


P.S. Feel free to pass along ideas, comments, thoughts, 
etc., on this event. If there's something you'd like to do to 
support it outside of or above and beyond operating, 
please let us know.

American Hams to Lead 2009 DXpedition to 
Desecheo Island K2CS 


The US Fish and Wildlife Service (FWS) has selected a 
group of hams led by veteran DXpeditioners Bob Allphin, 
K4UEE, and Glenn Johnson, WOGJ, to lead a DXpedition 
to Desecheo Island, KP5 (IOTA NA-095), in early 2009. 
Desecheo currently sits at number 7 on DX Magazine's 
Most Wanted list. 


Desecheo is a small uninhabited island in the Mona 
Passage, 14 miles off the western coast of Puerto Rico. It 
is part of the FWS's national wildlife refuge system 
administered by the Caribbean National Wildlife 

Refuge Complex (CNWR). 


Johnson told the ARRL that about eight years ago, a group 
of DXers wanting to activate Navassa and Desecheo 
Islands formed an organization, the KP1-5 Project. 
According to its Web site, "The purpose of the KP1-5 


Project is to work toward a solution to the closure of 
Desecheo and Navassa Islands to Amateur Radio 
operators by achieving lawful, periodic access to these 
islands pursuant to US Fish and Wildlife Service 
authorization. While operating from these islands is a 
worthwhile goal, the KP1-5 Project is dedicated to a long 
term partnership that jointly benefits the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service and Amateur Radio operators worldwide." 


In 2005, H.R. 1183 was introduced in the US House of 
Representatives. This bill, while not specifically mentioning 
Amateur Radio operations, would require "limited public 
access to the Desecheo and Navassa national wildlife 
refuges." While this bill did not become law, the KP1-5 
Project continued to negotiate with the FWS, seeking 
permission to mount a DXpedition and activate Desecheo 
Island. Through these negotiations, the FWS, by way of the 
CNWR, invited written proposals from groups interested in 
activating the island. 


In June 2008, CNWR invited written proposals from hams 
who had previously made inquiries about an Amateur 
Radio operation from Desecheo; CNWR indicated that they 
would allow one group to activate the island. After 
reviewing the proposals, CNWR would then select a group 
and prepare to issue a Special Permit to the successful 
party, limiting the group to no more than 15 people staying 
no longer than 14 days. Applicants had 45 days to prepare 
and submit their proposals. According to Allphin, seven 
groups submitted proposals. 


The CNWR also stated certain conditions that would have 
to met to be considered for selection, such as completing 
unexploded ordnance awareness training (Desecheo has 
been used in the past by the US Air Force as a bombing 
range and for survival training), prior experience conducting 
a DXpedition from a natural resource area and other sites, 
removing all refuse from the island and locating all 
transmission equipment and camping facilities within 200 
feet of the cement helipad on the island. According to the 
solicitation letter, CNWR personnel will make periodic 
compliance checks during the stay. 


"A panel of three Fish and Wildlife Service employees, from 
areas within the Service outside of the Caribbean refuge, 
spent September 24 & 25 reviewing and evaluating the 
[seven] proposals,” Allphin said. "The selection criteria 
used were those outlined in the proposal invitation 

letter. Points were awarded for how well criteria were 
addressed for thoroughness and documentation. USFWS 
has not announced the actual dates of the operation yet, 
but the DXpedition is expected to take place between 
January 15 and March 30, 2009. A Special Use Permit will 
be issued as per USFWS regulations.” Allphin said he 
expects that the DXpedition team and DXers worldwide will 
have a minimum of 30 days’ notice prior to the start of the 
trip to Desecheo. 


"It was truly an honor to have our proposal and team 
selected from the stiff competition," Johnson told the 
ARRL. "This has been a true team effort on our part from 
the start. We look forward to activating an entity in the Top 
10 Most Wanted that is located in our own back yard!"

According to ARRL Membership and Volunteer Programs Copyright © 1993 by Greg Trook 
Manager and experienced DXpeditioner Dave Patton, Za 
NN1N, both Desecheo and Navassa Islands (currently third 
on DX Magazine's Most Wanted list) saw frequent 
operations in the late 1970s through late '80s, but perations 
from the islands have been very limited since then. With 
the islands under the control of the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service, combined with decaying "infrastructure" on 
Navassa, there are more issues that must be dealt 
with than there were 25 years ago. 


"A well-organized and lengthy operation from Desecheo 
will be a nice treat for the world's DXers," Patton said. 
"With WOGJ and K4UEE leading the operation, | think we 
can all count on a first class effort that will give maximum 
exposure to Asia/Oceania and Europe where KP5 is most 
needed. | also think that Glenn and Bob can demonstrate 
to the Fish and Wildlife Service that a DXpedition can take 
place and not damage the environment or cause big 
problems amongst other hams or for other agencies. | hope 
hams will be invited back to Desecheo more frequently 

in the future and expand the places where hams may 
operate." 
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Dennis Motschenbacher, K7BV (ex-KZ5M), fondly recalled 
his part in the Texas DX Society's 1985 DXpedition to 2 ,

DXCC list for contacts made after March 1 of that year.

Schedule your Contests. The really great thing 
about contesting is they are regularly scheduled — 


regardless of great propagation, DXpeditions or the 
mood of the sun. 


Create a contest goal. Goals are good and help 
motivate you while participating. 


Contest on your terms. Contest for and be 
motivated by your reasons. Not everyone is out to 
win the contest; it could be you want to learn a new 
mode. 


Have an operating plan. Having a plan provides 
you guidance for the contest and a baseline to 


compare against reality in the midst of battle. 


Test equipment before the contest. You do want 
your stuff to work, right? 


Update Multiplier Files. Downloading the latest 
ensures you won't miss a juicy multiplier during the 
contest. 


Read the contest rules. You'd be surprised how 
often this bites you — even experienced 
contesters. 


Work a contest one month before the real contest. 
The sun rotates once a month (27 days)...so work 
a contest the month before to experience the 
propagation you will have before the one you really 
want to concentrate on later. 


Test ergonomics. Sitting in a chair contesting a 
long while will test how well your station is laid out 
for operating. 


Have a quest op checklist. What should you bring 
as a guest op? 


Compete with a partner. Work a contest with 
someone in your club (together or at your individual 
stations). Discuss what worked and what didn’t 
about the contest. 


Review Newsletter for Contest DXpeditions. Lots of 
people travel for contests. Make sure you take a 


look at the list from your favorite ham radio 
newsletter. 


Have propagation plan. Propagation programs can 
suggest what will be open where. Having a 


propagation plan can give you a guide while 
contesting. 


Filter your packet connection. If the contest allows 
packet, filter the connection to match up with your 
station.

Accurate logging. A contest is about working 
stations — and logging them accurately. If you 
don’t you get penalized. 


Send in your log. Even if you didn’t work many 
stations, you can help the contest by sending in 
your log to help enable log checking. 


Logbook of The World. Want to reduce your 
QSL’ing chores for contests? Submit your log to 
Logbook of The World for instant confirmations for 
you and the people you contact. 


Review UBN’s. Uniques, Busted, and Not in the 
Log. It’s how your log is viewed for accuracy. 


Have a OSL System. Even if you use Log of the 
World, contesters get a lot of QSL card requests. 


Have a system for processing them. 


Use a grey line map. Grey line propagation is the 
cat's meow. Having a visual representation of 


where the grey line is right now can help you point 
your antennas the right way. 


Learn a single band. Want to learn propagation on 
a band fast? Do a contest on a single band. You'll 
learn. 


Challenge your operating skill with ORP. Get 


frustrated fast. Operate a contest QRP from your 
station. Then learn how to get through the mess for 
points. It will make you a better operator. 


Do an After Action Review. Did we achieve our 
goal, what went right, what could be improved. 
Record the results for the next contest. 


Join a contesting club. Amp up your contesting 
knowledge and motivation. 


Learn from contesting pros. They are out there. 
They can teach you a lot. 


Leverage your strengths. Great CW operator? 
Great antennas? Whatever your strength, leverage 
it for the contest. 


Go on a contesting DXpedition. Even if itis toa 
different state. It’s a very different experience and 


will teach you a lot. 


Practice CW before contests. Notice how much 
better you are at CW at the end of the contest 
compared to the start? You need to practice before 
the contest. 


Participate on a contesting team. Many contests 
offer team (versus club) entries. Join a team to up 


your motivation for the contest. 


Find joy in contesting. It’s there. You know it. Go 
find it.
